As ar 
(organization f4businéssAresident/fcommunity member) in Little Tokyo, I strongly oppose 
all four original Northern Alignment options proposed by Metro (Route Alternatives A, 


B, C, and D), as well as strongly oppose Route Alternative F from the new Northern 
Alignments. 


Fe en Ås a stakeholder in Little Tokyo, we recognize and value the historical 


significance of Little Tokyo — which at 134-years-old is the second oldest neighborhood in 
Los Angeles, and one of three remaining historic Japantowns in the country. We also remind 
Metro Board and Staff of the decades of encroachment, displacement and destruction our 
community has undergone — from the unjust mass incarceration of Japanese Americans 


during World War II, to the eminent domain of the major hub of Little Tokyo's 
neighborhood to make way for the 1950s Civic Center expansion, to the destruction of 
community institutions, residential buildings, and businesses during Redevelopment. We 
also as a community have suffered through the construction and impacts of Metro's rail 
lines for at least fifteen years — starting with the Gold Line which was completed in 2009, 
and the currently under-construction Regional Connector project. The decision being made 
as to which WSAB Route Alternatives to continue on for further study in the DEIR will 
determine the future of Little Tokyo. We know that transit projects can bring both 
opportunities as well as threats, and are particularly worried about how Little Tokyo will 
continue to endure the impacts of new transit projects. 


Again, I urge Metro staff and board to not include the Route Alternatives Å, B, C, D, and F 
forward for further study under the Draft Environmental Impact Review process. I stand 
with the Little Tokyo community and agree that these Alignment would be harmful and 
impactful to the future of our historic neighborhood. I may be reached at
